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Phenacaspis forsythiae n. sp. 


Scale of Female: Form oblong, narrow in front and strongly broadened 
posteriorly. Snowy white. First exuvia brown; second exuvia yellowish 
brown. Length 2-3 mm., width 1.2-1.5 mm. 

Scale of Male: Snowy“white, elongate, sides parallel, dorsal keel promi- 
nent but not very distinct. Length 1-1.2 mm., width 0.8-0.5 mm.

Body of Female: Elongate, abdominal region broadest, segmentation 
verv distinct. Antennae nearer to the front margin than to the mouth 
part, each about as long as broad, apex pointed with a long seta. Anterior 
a spiracles with about 10 parastigmatic pores, posterior spiracles lacking pores. 
Pygidium of Female: Triangular in shape, not heavily clitinized. 
Two pairs of lobes well developed. The median lobes long and narrow, each 
lobe jointed’ together at the base, the outer margin slightly concave, the 
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apex round, the inner margin 

with 5 or 6 notches. The 
second lobes well developed, 
divided into lobules, apices 
rounded, the inner one much 
larger and more prominent / 
than the outer. The third 
lobes not perceptibly deve- 
loped. Margin of the pygi- 
dium finely serrate. Margin- 
al gland spines prominent, 
arranged as follows; 1, 1, 
1-2, 2-4. Marginal gland 
pores arranged as follows ; 1, 
2, 2, 2. Dorsal gland pores 
arranged as follows:

Habitat: On the leaves of Forsythia viridissima (Chosen-rengy0), Riasan 
near Keijyd, Keikidé, Corea, collected by the writer, in August, 1940. 
Notes: This new scale insect can be separated from Phenacaspis fujicola 
Krwana by the shape of the median lobe and its conspicuous notches..
